Dear Governor McNair: 


Over the past two years a great deal has happened in the arts in South Carolina. We like to 
think that some of what has happened has come about as a direct result of the establishment of the 


South Carolina Arts Commission as an official agency of our state government. 


The establishment of the .\rts Commission by the South Carolina Legislature was a significant 
and progressive step. It marked official recognition of the importance of the arts to our people. As 
a result, communities have someone to turn to in solving local arts problems and developing the 
cultural resources of our state just as they may look to other agencies of state government for help 


in health, welfare, transportation, industrial development and other critical areas. 


This is the purpose for which the Commission was created—to promote and develop all the 


arts for all the people throughout the state. 


Its nine members have shown uncommon devotion to the development and direction of the 
Commission and its activities. Commission meeting attendance is often one hundred percent and 
commissioners carry out special assignments diligently. The response to our programs from the 
public has been excellent to date but we do not intend to rest on our laurels. Plans for evaluation 
and long-range forecasting are now being put into effect so that we may best assess the role the 


Commission should play in the lives of South Carolinians for the next several years. 


We believe that this first Annual Report is one that fairly presents the activities and influence of 


the Commission and respectfully present it herewith for your inspection.

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Administration 


& Programming 


Although legislation creating the South Carolina 
Arts Commission was approved on June 7, 1967, the 
Commission did not actually begin operations until 
August 16 of that year. On that day, the Arts Com- 
Mission was assigned two large, empty rooms at 1001 
Main Street in Columbia. At that time it seemed as 
if this would be enough space to carry on for several 
years. Now, just a year and a half later, it is readily 
apparent that the Commission is soon going to have 
to seek larger quarters. 

One of the first matters of concern to the Commis- 
sion was the lack of communication among arts 
organizations, artists and the arts-interested public 
throughout the State. The Commission acted to 
remedy this situation by publication of its own house 
organ, the “Arts-Letter”. This publication was sent 
out on a quarterly basis, carrying news of arts ac- 
tivities throughout the State as well as a calendar of 
events. Another thrust at the communications prob- 
lem was made in the commissioning of a fifteen 
minute, full-color film “The Arts in South Carolina’. 
This film, which was released recently, shows a sam- 
pling of arts activity from throughout the State. 

A Consultant Services Program was established, 
which made it possible for any non-profit organization 
or institution in the State needing help to request 
consultant assistance from the Commission. Consul- 


tants were offered in the field of arts management, 


artistic direction, administration, architecture and 
many other areas. When possible, these consultants 
were located within South Carolina but when neces- 
sary they were brought from other parts of the 
country. 

Another of our areas of programming dealt with 
trying to make exhibits and performances available 
to communities which ordinarily do not have such 
opportunities. In arranging these we worked through 
existing groups in the small communities ‘who acted 
as sponsoring agents. It is our hope that these spon- 
soring organizations will continue to handle the pro- 
grams until they are firmly established in the com- 
munities and fully self-supporting. 

During 1967-68 we offered to help sponsor and 
promote small educational programs which could not 
be otherwise financed. Other areas of service in which 
we offered help were audience development and in 
sponsorship of conferences, symposiums and workshops. 

In all honesty, we must admit that a great part 
of our first year was spent in informing the public of 
our existence. That we made a great deal of progress 
during the year in this direction was apparent when 
we compared the number of proposals received by the 
Commission during 1967-68 with those received for 
fiscal year 1968-69. We feel that a great deal of good 
was done by the mere existence of the Commission 
on the scene. Artists and organizations which had 
struggled for years to provide worthwhile activities for 
their communities received a shot in the arm from 
the presence of this agency, which, if nothing more, 
could at least say “we care about what you’re doing”’. 

Now, with a satisfactory year of programming be- 
hind us and our own administrative gears well in 
motion, we feel that we are prepared to move forward 
with the job that needs doing in promotion and de- 


velopment of the arts in South Carolina. 


Local artist guild members annually display their work 
on public thoroughfares throughout South Carolina. The 
Arts Commission sometimes sends consultants to help 
set up and judge these and other more formal exhibits. 
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Communications 


Community arts promotion efforts of the South 
Carolina Arts Commission revealed from the start 
that a surprisingly large amount of arts activity goes 
on in the State. Much of it, however, is concentrated 
in larger cities. The Arts Commission is particularly 
interested in encouraging growth and development of 
the arts in areas where opportunities for exposure are 
at present few and far between. 

The Commission, in its first year, made substantial 
use of radio, television and the state’s newspapers, 
to further the cause of the arts in our state. 

During 1967-68, a weekly series of thirty-three 
interviews by WIS Radio’s “Gal on the Go”, Audrey 
Hunt, and other interviews on WIS, WIS-TV and 
over the South Carolina Educational Television Net- 
work helped spread news of coming arts events, 
competitions and publications; offered and sought 
ideas on arts matters of statewide importance; and 
introduced out-of-state visitors such as W. Howard 
Adams, Associate Director of the Associated Councils 
of the Arts and Clark Mitze of the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts. 

The Commission staff regularly provided resource 
material or interview possibilities for the S. C. Edu- 
cational Television series, “Eye on the Arts”, and for 
South Carolina ETV’s “Off the Cuff”. 

A 1967-68 Arts Commission project for TV as 
well as for use by schools, libraries and organizations, 
was a color movie filmed of arts activities throughout 
the state. The Executive Director has shown this 
film at an increasing number of the meetings he 
attends on behalf of the Commission. 

Periodical ARTS-LETTERS listed calendars of 
events and informed over 1500 people per issue of 
important arts developments; competitions and work- 
shops open to the public; and honors earned by 
South Carolinians. In addition to the growing mailing 
list the ARTS-LETTER was distributed at various 
museums, concert series offices, libraries, art outlets 
and cultural centers throughout the state. 


Releases mailed to some ninety newspapers in the 


state, and submitted to wire services including Char- 
lotte and Augusta bureaus in Columbia, spotlighted 
many 1967-68 events. Stories ranged from the first 
project using state and federal tax funds (a children’s 
concert in Laurens School District No. 55), to a 
reminder of the availability of the survey report on 
the arts in South Carolina. News photo coverage 
included Governor McNair receiving the first copy of 
the survey report from Commission Chairman Marvin 
D. Trapp of Sumter. 

Other releases were mailed directly from the Arts 
Commission to S. C. colleges and universities con- 
cerning an audience development program on college 
campuses sponsored by the National Endowment for 
the Arts; to theatre and art enthusiasts throughout the 
state concerning two statewide meetings in Columbia; 
to artists, art groups and art faculty members in six 
northwestern South Carolina counties concerning the 
thirteen-state regional art exhibit, “Appalachian Cor- 
ridors’’. 

And how about those who might visit South 
Carolina... and stay? A _ state’s cultural advan- 
tages can often be an important deciding factor in 
bringing in new residents or new industry. As Gov- 
ernor McNair stated, at the October 1966 Governor’s 
Conference on the Arts: 

“T subscribe to the view that by enhancing the arts 
we are enhancing our state in the eyes of others 
looking for good places to live and to do business. As 
our cultural resources gain more status, we are able 
to compete on a better basis with other areas where 
the arts have greater acceptance and support’. 

The Arts Commission has regularly compiled a list 
of state cultural events for the SANDLAPPER 
Magazine, starting with its first issue in January 
1968. Arts events information or articles have also 
gone to American National Theatre Academy 
(ANTA); OPERA NEWS; the S. C. LIBRARIAN; 
S.C. ETV GUIDE; and “house publications” such as 
Southern Bell’s events calendar. 

The Department of Parks, Recreation and Tourism 
has requested and received information on arts events 
for its annual events brochure and copies of the 
ARTS-LETTER for visitors to the S. C. Welcome 
Center at Little River. 

The Arts Commission has supplied resource infor- 


mation to the Tricentennial Commission, and Execu- 
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tive Director David C. Sennema serves on the Fine 
Arts Committee as it plans for 1970. Arts Commis- 
sion members Dr. Jess Casey, Dean of Winthrop 
College School of Music; Dr. John R. Craft, Director 
of the Columbia Museum of Art; Dr. Arthur M. 
Fraser, head of the University of South Carolina 


Department of Music; and Emmett Robinson, director 
of the Footlight Players in the Dock Street Theatre 
in Charleston, also served during 1967-68 on Tri- 
centennial Committees relating to arts and art pro- 
motion, for South Carolina’s year in the international 


spotlight in 1970. 


The first annual Florence Arts Festival was conducted 
during 1967-68 with assistance from the Arts Commis- 


ston. 


The visual arts section of the Festival included a 


watercolor demonstration by artist Gil Petroff. 
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1967/68 Projects 


APPALACHIAN CORRIDORS: EXHIBITION I. 
An art exhibition, instigated in Charleston, West 
Virginia, for artists and craftsmen from the thirteen- 
state Appalachian region. Through the S. C. Arts 
Commission grant, funds were made available for half 
of a $600 award to a South Carolina artist. Carl 
Blair of the Bob Jones University faculty in Greenville 
won a top award. His painting, after the exhibit 
winners’ nationwide tour, is to become part of the 


state Art Collection. 


LYRIC THEATRE CONSULTANT: (Columbia). 
Benson Snyder, opera manager, was called in as a 
consultant to assess the operation of the organization, 


both at the staff and the volunteer level. 


OCONEE COUNTY ART EXHIBIT: A painting 
exhibit of historic interest to the county during its 
centennial celebration. The commission grant was 
used for judging, with the winning painting to be 


offered to the Governor’s Mansion Commission. 


GREAT FALLS ART EXHIBIT: An exhibit of 
student art work resulting from a local high school 
art class trip to the Columbia Museum of Art. The 
Commission grant covered the judge’s fee for V. C. 
Dibble, Richland Art School instructor and officer of 
the S. C. Craftsmen who also did a demonstration of 


pottery making. 


NEW TOWNE: PLAYERS ART EXHIBIT: An 
outdoor exhibit for the community. The Commission 
grant covered the judge’s fee for Mr. Donald Craw- 


ford, Assistant Director, Columbia Museum of Art. 


LAURENS-CLINTON CHILDREN’S CONCERT: 
A program of symphonic music especially devised 
for young listeners. Performers were the Atlanta 
Symphony, Robert Shaw conducting. This children’s 


matinee was the first concert of this type in the area. 


CAMDEN JUNIOR WELFARE LEAGUE’S CHIL- 
DREN’S CONCERT: A program of orchestral mu- 


sic especially designed for school children who have 
had little or no previous exposure to this kind of 
music. The concert was performed by the Columbia 


Philharmonic Orchestra, Arthur Fraser conducting. 


FLORENCE ARTS FESTIVAL: A three-day fes- 
tival with special exhibits, at the Florence Museum 
and elsewhere, of paintings, sculpture and textiles; 
students’ art work; photography and an invitational 
art show. Art in action included artists Jon Formo 
and Gil Petroff at work; ballet by the State Ballet 
Company of Charleston; three theatre events; and 
music featuring soprano Beverly Reed Hay of Co- 
lumbia; the Morris College Choir of Sumter and 
other concerts from chamber music to folk and mod- 


ern jazz. 


SPARTANBURG HISTORICAL SOCIETY CON- 
SULTANT: This first grant in architecture by the 
Commission was for measured drawings of Walnut 
Grove Plantation (1763). Copies will be given to the 
South Carolina Archives, Historic Buildings Survey 
in the Library of Congress, and the S. C. Historical 
Society. 


MYRTLE BEACH WOMEN’S CLUB CONCERT: 
Symphonic music performed by the Greater Charles- 
ton Symphony Orchestra, Lucien DeGroote, con- 
ductor. The first symphonic concert in this town in 


as long as anyone could remember. 


HARBOR VIEW ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PTA: 
A performance/demonstration of classical ballet for 
two elementary schools by the Charleston Civic 


Ballet, Stanley Zompakos, director. 


COMPOSERS’ SYMPOSIUM: The _ Columbia 
Philharmonic Orchestra, with musicians from all 
the State’s orchestras, performed and taped fifteen 
compositions by S. C. natives or residents, in a two- 
day symposium. Guest conductor-composer Robert 
Ward, president of N. C. School of the Arts, made 
constructive comments to the composers as_ their 
works were being performed. Five of the composi- 
tions were selected for a concert climaxing the 


conference. In this Symposium many S. C. composers 
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heard their works played by a full orchestra for the 
first time. 


THE STATE ART COLLECTION is designed to 
grow into a permanent source of the finest original 
art work by South Carolina natives or residents. At 
present, the Art Selection Committee has chosen 
five paintings and one sculpture. Once ready, the 
collection will be available at no fee to schools, 
libraries and other such exhibiting organizations in 
the State who have the space and ability to handle it. 
The Collection will also be made available to out of 


state exhibitors. 


PALMETTO OUTDOOR HISTORICAL DRAMA: 
The Commission participated financially in the mount- 


ing of the State’s first outdoor historical drama, 
“The Liberty Tree’. 


SOUTH CAROLINA MUSIC TEACHERS’ AS- 
SOCIATION: A grant was made to make it pos- 
sible for the organization to hire the Charleston 
Symphony to accompany concerto competition win- 


ners in concert. 


AAUW CULTURAL STATISTICAL SURVEY: 
Statistical information on arts organizations and fa- 
cilities in the State has been collected by South 
Carolina’s local chapters of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women, and is available through 


the Arts Commission. 


“THE ARTS IN SOUTH CAROLINA”: A 15 
minute sound-film in full color showing a sampling 
of arts activity in South Carolina. Prints are available 
for use by schools and arts organizations through the 
State Audio-Visual Library, the University of South 
Carolina Audio-Visual library and the Spartanburg 
County Arts Council. —The Commission staff will take 


it to interested civic clubs on request. 


ARTS-LETTER: A news-letter and calendar of arts 
events, compiled by a staff member of the Com- 
mission from statewide news clippings and other 
sources, for quarterly publication. It is designed to 
stimulate and encourage continued growth of the 
arts in all South Carolina communities and to arouse 
public interest in and participation by visitors to and 


residents of the State.

WINTHROP COLLEGE ART DEPARTMENT 
CRATES: The Commission financed the building 
of crates for art work by members of the Winthrop 
Art Department faculty, now developing a faculty 


exhibit available for loan throughout the State. 


COLUMBIA MUSEUM OF ART TRAVELING 
EXHIBITS: The Columbia Museum of Art is cre- 
ating a group of ten traveling art exhibits for use 
by the State’s public schools starting with the school 
year 1968-69. By beginning with fine art reproduc- 
tions, the Museum planned to determine the prob- 
lems involved in a future traveling art program of 
original works. Currently there are eight exhibits of 
reproductions, one of ceramics and one of original 
prints. This has also helped the Museum’s Assistant 
Director gain knowledge on traveling exhibit develop- 


ment. 


GIBBES ART GALLERY TRAVELING EXHIBIT: 
The Gallery is developing and expanding its lending 
and extension service. A major part of the Commission 
grant is going for a vehicle which will make Gallery 
exhibits and programs more available to the State, 
particularly the Low Country. In Charleston, 
Berkeley and Dorchester Counties, the Gallery’s pro- 
gram would provide the Tri-County area’s 42 high 
schools with at least two exhibits and/or programs 


during the year. 


GREENVILLE. COUNTY MUSEUM OF ART 
TRAVELING EXHIBIT: With first priority going 
to most of the thirty-four major high schools of 
Greenville, Laurens and Pickens Counties, thereby 
reaching over 37,000 students, the Greenville County 
Museum of Art’s traveling exhibits will also be avail- 
able for arts festivals and other statewide uses. An 
especially fitted out van will travel to the schools 
and set up week-long exhibits supplemented by lecture 
and slide programs by Museum-trained personnel. The 
“whats” and “hows” of basic art processes and media, 
including painting, printmaking, ceramics and sculp- 


ture will be covered in this unique display. 


S. GC. EDUCATIONAL TELEVISION DOCUMEN- 
TARY: A documentary film on the craft of pottery 


making by the Catawba Indians of South Carolina. 
Only a few of these potters still practice their craft 
in the State. 


BREVARD MUSIC CENTER SCHOLARSHIP: A 
pilot program to begin building a talent pool of 
young musicians in South Carolina. Six young peo- 
ple (one from each of the six community orchestras 
in South Carolina) were chosen for a six-week study 
session at Brevard. The Commission made a half 
scholarship available to each student selected. It is 
hoped that this initial effort will stimulate a long- 
range plan of training more and more competent 
players who would then be available to their com- 
munities’ symphony orchestras. This would enable the 
orchestras to supply personnel needs from within the 
community rather than depending on the “import” 
method. 


BORNOFF STRING WORKSHOP: Primarily for 
music teachers with little or no string teaching back- 
ground, the Bornoff Method is designed to give a 
workshop participant the skills necessary to carry 
through the first year of a string program. The 
workshop held at Winthrop College during the sum- 
mer included basic instruction in violin, viola and 
cello, by George Bornoff of Boston University, as- 
sisted by Mrs. David Franklin of the Winthrop School 
of Music. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF TEACHERS OF 
SINGING: The Arts Commission grant paid half 
the fee for a lecture-demonstration by noted opera 
coach Edith Evans, at the Spring meeting of the 
S. C. Chapter, National Association of Teachers of 
Singing. At the workshop were teachers from virtually 


every college in the State, as well as private teachers. 


HARTSVILLE AUDITORIUM CONSULTANT: 
No state or federal funds were used for this project, 
as the consultant requested was a member of the 
S. C. Arts Commission, Emmett Robinson. Director 
of the Footlight Players in the Dock Street Theatre, 
Charleston, Mr. Robinson advised the Hartsville Arts 
Council on renovation of a theater building which 
has been made available for community arts func- 


tions.

Programming 


Even as we were feeling our way through our 
first year of operation in 1967-68, it was necessary 
for the Arts Commission to make plans for 1968-69. 
As might have been-expected, a great deal was 
learned during our first year which convinced us to 
make basic changes in our programming for our 
second year. Some of our initial areas of programming 
were dropped altogether and others, found to be very 
successful, were enlarged upon. 

One entirely new program was added as a direct 
result of what we learned in our first year. The 
new program is called “Arts Organization Personnel 
Development”. We discovered that many arts or- 
ganizations in the State were moving along from one 
year into the next making the same mistakes time 
and again. The main reason for this seemed to be 
lack of continuity due to a rapid turnover in the 
personnel responsible for administration of the or- 
ganizations. Because we felt that arts organizations 
must have good, sound administrative organizations 
before they could turn out consistently excellent 
artistic results, we developed this program which 
helps the organizations place people in new paid 


positions. 


We offer to pay 2/3 of such a salary in the first 
year, 1/2 the second year and 1/3 the third year, and 
in the fourth year the arts organization completely 
takes over responsibility for the salary of the new po- 
sition. In establishing these new paid positions with or- 
ganizations, we will not only assist them in strengthen- 
ing their own operations but will provide ourselves 
with qualified, responsible personnel through whom we 
may work, to carry out other parts of our program. 

The Consultants program is one which has had 
success from the beginning. We plan to continue this 
The Perfor- 


mance/ Exhibits program has not been as successful as 


program and expand it into 1969-70. 


we had anticipated. It was through this program that 
we had hoped to reach out into the smaller com- 
munities of the State and provide performances and 
exhibits where opportunities for these had not pre- 
viously existed. We are continuing to work away at 
this program and plan to continue it another year. 
Other plans for this year include the State-Wide 
Publicity Conference for volunteer and _ professional 
organizations 


publicity people representing arts 


throughout the State. This conference is being ar- 
ranged with the cooperation of the University of 
South Carolina and South Carolina Educational 
Television. In the spring of 1969 we plan to have a 
State-wide conference on the arts with the emphasis 
on organization of local arts councils. For this, we 
will bring in top-flight people from throughout the 
country. 

Also in the hopper for 1968-69 are plans for an 
evaluation of our agency. We will carry out the 
first part of this evaluation by bringing into the State 
a person knowledgeable in the field of governmental 
arts administration. The second part of this evalua- 
tion will be in cooperation with the Governor’s di- 
vision of Planning and Grants and will take us into 
long-range planning. ,The Commission has also given 
the go-ahead to a plan for bringing some of the 
nation’s top business men in to address State-wide 
groups on the subject of business support for the arts. 

All in all, 1968-69 shapes up as a very exciting 
and constructive year for the South Carolina Arts 


Commission.

It is with pleasure that | submit to you and the Legislature this, our 
second Annual Report. This agency began its operation late in the Fall 
cf 1967 so this report really reflects our first full fiscal year of operation. 


In all modesty, we must say that as a Commission, we are well pleased with 
what has been accomplished over the past year. We have been able to 
establish strong lines of communication with arts organizations around the 
state and to work through many of them in developing new programs for 
the people of South Carolina. We believe we have established ourselves 
as an important factor in the arts development of the state and as a center 
of arts information for people and organizations both within and beyond the 
borders of South Carolina. 


The Commission has been recognized nationally for effective, innovative 
programming. The Arts Organization Personnel Development Program, which 
was developed by our staff, has been picked up by several other states 

and made a part of their annual programming. Another innovative program 
is the “field representatives” program which was conceived by our staff 
during 1968-69 and will go into effect in 1969-70. 


We have been conspicuously quiet during our first two years of operation 
but we feel that this has not impaired our effectiveness for the people of 
South Carolina. We have just not felt the need to make a lot of noise. | think 
the enclosed Annual Report will bear out the fact that we are doing the 
job the Legislature has charged us with.

Everything is on the upswing! Last year in our 
Annual Report we noted that the agency had 
gotten started ... had done a lot of work on 
basic administration and programming. Much of 
the work that first year was done by two lonesome souls, the Execu- 
tive Director and one Gal Friday who answered the phone, opened 
the mail, greeted the guests, did the filing, typed the letters and 
handled the bookkeeping. If we had had the new classification sys- 
tem at that time, she would have had to be called a “Rebookretary”. 
During this past year our staff increased from two full-time per- 
sons to three persons full-time and one part-time. This, of course, 
made a great deal of difference in just what the Arts Commission 
could do for the people of South Carolina. 

Unfortunately, those three-and-a-half people continued to work in 
the same amount of space that had housed two in the previous 
year. However, that left us no worse off than many other state agen- 
cies, and the situation has improved since that time. 

During our first year, our programming was very much the standard 
sort that you would have found with most state arts agencies. We 
had not had time to consider what type of programs might be most 
useful for our situation here in. South Carolina. During 1967-68, we

found that many programs which worked very well in other states . 
had little or no application here. These were dropped or given a lower 


priority in 1968-69, and new programs were developed which more ca 


closely met the unique needs of the arts in South Carolina. Our 


Arts Organization Personnel Development Program was instigated — ; 


because of the obvious need for additional arts leadership within 
our institutions and organizations. Basically, the program calls for 
the Commission to pay two-thirds of a salary for a new, paid posi- 
tion with an arts organization in the first year, one-half in the sec- 
ond year and one-third in the third. In the fourth year, the salary is 
taken over altogether by the local arts organization. If this program 
works as it is intended to, within a few years we will have a tre- 
mendous increase in the number of qualified arts leaders working 
in South Carolina. 

We continued such programs as Consultants, Performance/ Exhibits 
and the Arts-Letter, and began producing some TV spots to educate 
the public in basic attitudes about the arts. We helped with scores 
of special projects, and the number of projects we engaged in 

more than doubled from 1968 to 1969. 

Everything has been on the upswing! We’re a long way from where - 
we would like to be but we’re gathering momentum, and we see no 
reason things shouldn’t continue to get better for the arts in 

South Carolina. 


The statewide Publicity Workshop held March 8 by the Arts Commission was a major 
thrust in communications. The workshop involved 73 South Carolinians, most of them vol- 
unteers at the local level, in the problems and challenges of stimulating growth of the 
arts through good publicity. Besides arts-group vol- 
unteers, others attending included staff and faculty members of col- 
leges and universities, libraries, museums, music centers and other 
groups relating to many phases of the arts. 

For the workshop, the Arts Commission obtained the services of 
a former publicity director for the Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra 
and Pittsburgh Playhouse, H. Zane Knauss, now University of 
South Carolina Information Services Director. A copy of the 
brochure of promotional information, Promotion Is the Name 
of the Game, prepared by Mr. Knauss for the March Workshop 
is available on request. Mr. Knauss was assisted at the pub- 
licity conference by Information Services staffer Wil- 
liam A. Collins, now managing editor of the Columbia 
Record. 

In communications directly from the Arts Commis- 
sion staff, the quarterly Arts-Letter grew in its circulation 
to nearly 2500, increased its publication to bi-monthly, 
but did not grow correspondingly in cost. Two major fac- 
ors in keeping the cost low were the change to offset print- 
ing, and the extensive use of photographs shot on the 
scene by the Executive Director, at arts events he at- 
tended throughout the state. 

“Buy original art’, proclaims one of the filmed 
public service spot announcements prepared by RCB 
Productions, Columbia, for the Arts Commission to 
distribute to South Carolina television stations. Be- 
sides 20-second and 60-second color film spots, the 
Arts Commission’s 14:30 film, “The Arts in South Caro- 
lina”, was aired on WIS-TV, WNOK-TV and WOLO-TV, Co- 
lumbia; WBTW, Florence and WSPA-TV, Spartanburg. 

Additional prints of the film are available on loan at no charge 
except postage, from the U.S.C. Audio-Visual Division; the State De- 
partment of Education Audio-Visual Library and the Spartanburg 
County Arts Council. The film has also been shown to service clubs 
and arts organizations by the SCAC staff. 

Live and taped radio and TV interviews again included a 
year-long weekly series on WIS, Columbia, by Audrey Hunt, WIS’ “Gal 
on the Go”. Other radio interviews were on the Bill Benton Show and

on a Columbia Chamber of Commerce “TACT” series. Television interviews on WIS-TV’s “Today in Carolina” 
and the One O’Clock Report”, WNOK-TV’s “World of Women” and WBTW, Florence, ranged in subject matter 
from Christmas gifts by S. C. craftsmen to the Executive Director’s being elected to the executive commit- 
tee of the North American Assembly of State and Provincial Arts Agencies. 
TV news coverage, at the Arts Commission-sponsored Governor’s Con- 
ference on the Arts, May 10, featured an interview with one of the key- 
noters, Clark Mitze, Director of State and Community Operations, 

National Endowment for the Arts, Washington. 

The May 10 Conference on the Arts had 21 news stories in South 
Carolina and Charlotte, N. C. newspapers, 16 of these stories 

originating from the Arts Commission office. Other SCAC re- 
leases and projects receiving widespread newspaper cover- 
age were the first purchases for the Arts Commission- 
funded State Art Collection of works by native or resident 
S. C. artists; additional State Art Collection purchases 

from the first S. C. Invitational Art Show; the Commis- 

sion’s seeking ideas on how to use a possible grant of 

up to $10,000; and Commission Chairman Marion D. 

Trapp’s and Mr. Sennema’s attending the May 21-24 As- 
sociated Councils of the Arts seminar in Canada, the first 

major meeting between U. S. and Canadian arts agencies. 
An unusual invitation came from Living in South Carolina 
editor E. Wayne Wall, to supply material for an entire issue 
devoted to the arts in the Paimetto State. Responding promp- 
ly to requests for stories were Mrs. Billie Allen, art in- 
structor, Laurens County School District #55; Dr. Jess 

T. Casey, Dean of the School of Music, Winthrop Col- 

lege, Rock Hill; Lt. Col. John R. Doyle, Jr., Professor of 

English and Chairman of the Fine Arts Committee at 

the Citadel, Charleston; Miss Virginia Ravenel, former 
director of the Florence Museum and George W. Settles, 

Chairman of the Abbeville Fine Arts Commission and 
Managing Director of the Abbeville Community Theatre. Be- 
sides stories written by these arts leaders and by Miss Battle, Arts Com- 
_ mission Administrative Assistant, other stories came from the Oconee 
County Arts Commission (“Is Culture Profitable?”) and the S. C. State 
| Library Board (“‘More Than Books”). 

S. C. State Service, the magazine of the South Carolina Employ- 
ees, asked for and published an Arts Commission feature by Miss 
Battle, in the January 1969 issue. She also supplied a story on “Li- 

braries’ Roles in the Arts in South Carolina” for the South Carolina 
Librarian, November 1968. 

With arts-events information continuing to go to South Carolina Educational Television’s “Eye on the 
Arts”, the Sandlapper and the Department of Parks, Recreation and Tourism, the Arts Commission staff found 
itself being asked more and more for information by individual inquiry. These queries ranged from a South 
Carolina singer seeking possible concert bookings within the state, to a midwestern firm wishing to contact 
craftsmen for a proposed exhibit. On a one-to-one basis like this, and in all-media publicity inside and out- 
side the state, the Arts Commission plans in 1969-70 to broaden and deepen its scope of communications. 


PERFORMANCE/EXHIBITS PROGRAM 


Georgetown Musical Arts Club Concert: The Greater 
Charleston Symphony Orchestra, with Georgetown 
pianist Elsie Pollock, was featured as part of the George- 
town Concert Series. This was done in an effort to 
strengthen the series under our Performance/ Exhibits 
Program. 


Laurens County Youth Concert: Approximately 2,000 
students attended two concerts given by the Spartan- 
burg Symphony Orchestra in Belk Auditorium in 
Clinton. Study outlines were furnished by the sponsor, 
Laurens County School District +55, for prior classroom 
use. The SCAC participated for the second consecutive 
year, financially assisting the local sponsor on a di- 
minishing basis. 


Florence County Library: A lending collection of art 
prints and reproductions. With the assistance of the 

S. C. Arts Commission, famed reproductions have been 
made available to patrons of the Florence County 
Library on loan. Selections are made by a special 
committee of local citizens. 


Landers College Players: “The World of Carl Sandburg’’ 
was toured throughout the state for 40 performances 

in high schools. More than 40,000 students were treated 
to this production which the S. C. Arts Commission 
funded and co-sponsored with Lander College. 


U. S. C. Woodwind Quintet: Concerts were presented to 
enthusiastic students of Drayton Street Elementary 
School (Newberry), Dennis High School (Bishopville), 
Aiken High School, S. C. State College and Winthrop 
College. Each program was preceded by short talks on 
the music and on the various instruments. 


Camden Children’s Concert: An S.R.O. Children’s Concert 
was performed by the Columbia Philharmonic Orches- 
tra. This was the second year such a program was 
made available to the young people of the Camden 
area by the Camden Jr. Welfare League with S. C. Arts 
Commission participation and the financial support of 
the civic clubs of Camden. 


Pickens County Library: A circulating collection of 
reproductions of outstanding paintings was made pos- 
sible by a matching grant from the S. C. Arts Commis- 
sion. Fifty framed reproductions are now available on 
loan from the Pickens County Library in Easley and 
from the branches in Central, Clemson, Liberty and 
Pickens. 


Oconee Symphony Orchestra Association: Two youth 
concerts were performed in Walhalla, South Carolina, 
by the Greenville Symphony Orchestra. The Oconee 
County Arts Commission, the Oconee Symphony Or- 
chestra Association and the South Carolina Arts Com- 
mission combined resources to make these concerts 
possible. 


ARTS ORGANIZATION PERSONNEL DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM 


This program was conceived to assist arts organiza- 
tions in engaging personnel in new, permanent, paid 
positions. The Arts Commission assumes the majority 
of the financial burden for the first year in which a 
new position is filled. 

The schedule of participation by SCAC begins with 
24, funding of a new salary the first year, Y2 the second 
year, ¥3 the third year, and the fourth year the organ- 
ization takes over completely. Each program is reviewed 
annually, evaluated and, if satisfactory, continued, 
contingent upon the availability of funds. 

The Personnel Development program is intended to 
lessen the “growing pains” of arts organizations that 
are not in a position to hire a full-time professional, 
yet too large to continue with part-time volunteer help. 


Spartanburg County Arts Council: A professional 
Executive Director, trained under a Ford Foun- 
dation Grant, was engaged to develop the ac- 
tivities of the Council on a full-time basis. This 
project was undertaken as part of the Commission’s 
innovative Arts Organization Personnel Development 
Program, in cooperation with the Spartanburg 
County Arts Council. 


Florence Museum: The Board of the Florence 
Museum decided to expand the scope of activities 
of the Museum. As a first step a full-time Director 
was hired, requiring additional funds, a portion of 
which the Arts Commission made available under 
the AOPD Program. 


Abbeville Community Theatre: This past season 
marked the grand re-opening of the Abbeville 
Opera House and the Abbeville Community The- 
atre’s first season of operation with a paid Managing 
Director. The remodeling of the group’s facilities 
and expansion of their activities necessitated the 
hiring of a paid professional. SCAC helped with this 
move by funding % of the salary in the initial year. 


Camden Community Theatre: In conjunction 

with their desire to increase the quality and quan- 
tity of drama activity in Camden, the Theatre Board 
hired their first paid General Manager with SCAC 
assistance. The move has paid off in increased ticket 
sales and stability. As in all of the Commission’s 
Personnel Development Programs the SCAC will 
supply less assistance each subsequent year, phas- 
ing out at the end of three years. 


Guild of South Carolina Artists: Founded in 

1950 and “dedicated to the cause of making origi- 

nal works of art produced by South Carolina artists 
available to the citizens of the State,” the Guild 

of South Carolina Artists obtained SCAC financial 

assistance to acquire the services of an Executive 
Secretary. This new position was necessitated by 

a growing membership and increased services to 
its members and the public. 


Gibbes Gallery: The South Carolina Art Com- 
mission helped to fund, with the Charleston Junior 
League and the Gallery itself, the new position of 
full-time Curator of Education. Expanded services 
are now offered, such as greater in-depth training 
for the Gallery’s docents and the preparation of 
additional special programs and exhibits for schools. 
The Curator is developing a Children’s Gallery, 
and is also handling the scheduling of traveling ex- 
hibits which were funded by SCAC in 1967-68. 


CONSULTANT SERVICES 


Darlington Arts Festival: More than 500 paintings and 
sculptures were entered in this regional festival. Dr. 
John Benz, Head of the University of South Carolina Arts 
Department, judged the show through a cooperative 
effort between the Arts Commission and the USC Art 
Department. 


Greer Art Association: Personnel from Bob Jones Uni- 
versity, Clemson University, the Greenville County 
Museum of Art and North Greenville Jr. College con- 
ducted a 16-week History of Art, sponsored by the Greer 
Art Association in cooperation with the S. C. Arts Com- 
mission. This experimental program sought “‘to deter- 
mine effective methods and techniques for the pre- 
sentation of art history to the general public on a level 
both stimulating and informative”. 


South Carolina Theatre Association: The highlight of the 
second annual convention of the S. C. Theatre Asso- 
ciation at the Dock Street Theatre in Charleston was a 
three-day drama workshop conducted by Broadway’s 
Mildred Dunnock and Norris Houghton. The program, 
funded by the SCAC, was enthusiastically received by 
the more than 100 delegates from educational and com- 
munity theatre organizations throughout the State. 
Several groups presented scenes which were critiqued 
by Mr. Houghton and Miss Dunnock who, in some cases, 
also re-directed portions of the presentations. 


Piedmont Players, Inc. of Rock Hill: A theatre consultant 
was retained by the Commission for a two-day session 
with this community theatre group, to evaluate the 
present situation and make recommendations concern- 
ing all phases of their operation. 


Carolina Ballet Workshop: On a matching fund basis, the 
Arts Commission supported a one-day ballet workshop 
for professional instructors, under the sponsorship of 
Columbia’s Carolina Ballet and conducted by Stanley 
Zompakos of Charleston. 


Barnwell County Library: To investigate the feasibility 
of remodeling a portion of the Barnwell County 
Library, an architect was retained by the Commission 
in response to an application by The Friends of the 
Barnwell County Library. The idea was to determine if 
this building could house a small concert-exhibit area 
which would make it of even greater value to the people 
of the barnwell County area. 


Civic League of Edgefield: Under the Commission’s Con- 
sultant Program, a one-day consultation was provided 

to study the possibility of facilities being provided for 
the arts in a proposed Edgefield Municipal Center. 


Spartanburg City Schools District +7: The art depart- 
ment of the Spartanburg City Schools had 2-harness 
table looms in most of the schools, but... no one 
knew how to use them! A consultant was retained to 
teach weaving techniques to 45 teachers. This project 
was co-sponsored by the SCAC and Spartanburg County 
School District +7. Miss Betty Jane Bramlett, District 
Art Supervisor, coordinated the project. 


South Carolina Music Educators Association: Dr. Gladys 
Tipton, author and professor of music, Teacher's Col- 
lege, Columbia University, presented two workshop- 
demonstrations on contemporary trends in elementary- 
level music for classroom teachers, music teachers and 
music consultants at the annual convention of the 
SCMEA's Elementary Division. 


Columbia College Opera Workshop: The Chamber Opera 
was selected as the subject of this Workshop/Perform- 
ance program because of its performance potential by 

a relatively large number of opera producing groups 

in the State. This project also made it possible to in- 
troduce more than three thousand students and adults 
to opera in performance. John Richards McCrae of 
Converse College and Sidney Palmer of the Columbia 
Lyric Theatre were engaged as consultants on this proj- 
ect that was sponsored by Columbia College, with 
matching funds from the S. C. Arts Commission. More 
than 70 enrollees from a broad spectrum of the State’s 
educational community and the general public partici- 
pated, coming from Charleston, Clinton, Columbia, Flor- 
ence, Liberty Hill, Rock Hill and Spartanburg. Seven 
performances of two one-act Chamber Operas were also 
part of the project. Three of the performances were at 
Columbia College; three in the Sumter, Winnsboro and 
Gilbert High Schools, and one performance for a 
community group in Winnsboro. 


Lancaster Children’s Theater: To assist in the organiz- 
ing and initial planning of a Children’s Theater in Lan- 
caster, Mrs. Edwin Lau was engaged under the SCAC 
Consultant Services Program. 


SCAC Evaluation Team: As phase one of a long-range 
planning project, a team of out-of-state consultants 
evaluated the South Carolina Arts Commission’s record, 
its present programming, its policies, objectives and 
suggested several possible long-range projects. The Eval- 
uation team consisted of the executive directors of the 
arts commissions of the states indicated: Norman Fagan, 
West Virginia; Anthony Keller, Connecticut; Robert 
Marchand, Maryland; Dean Myhr, Minnesota and Curt 
Schwartz, Oklahoma. As this was also a pilot project 
nationally, copies of the Evaluation team’s report were 
distributed to each state arts commission. 

Sidney Harth String Clinic and Open Master Class: This 
Clinic drew more than 200 participants, students, faculty 
members of various colleges and private and public 
school music teachers. Such an enrollment could have 
beneficial and far-reaching effects. The Greenville Sym- 
phony Association and Furman University promoted 
this Clinic in cooperation with the Arts Commission 
while Mr. Harth, violinist and Dean of Music of the Car- 
negie-Mellon University, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, was 
appearing as guest soloist with the Greenville Symphony 
Orchestra. 


Blue Ridge Art Association: David Sennema, Executive 
Director of the South Carolina Arts Commission, con- 
sulted with the President of the Blue Ridge Art Asso- 
ciation regarding the future of that Association. 


Spartanburg Creative Writing Workshop: Edward Stew- 
art, novelist, and poet Mark Strand were featured in this 
first South Carolina Seminar on Creative Writing. Par- 
ticipants included faculty or staff members of Converse 
College, the University of South Carolina, Furman 
University, the Citadel and Sandlapper Magazine. Reg- 
istrants came from Charleston, Columbia, Greenville, 


Spartanburg and many other communities. A panel dis- 
cussion, readings and personal conferences with stu- 
dent and adult writers served to open channels of 
communication between nationally-recognized profes- 
sional writers and neophyte South Carolina authors. The 
Arts Commission gave financial support to this joint 
project of Converse College and the Arts Council of 
Spartanburg County. 


Beaufort Little Theatre Consultant: Mr. Emmett Robin- 
son, Director of the Footlight Players in the Dock Street 
Theatre, Charleston, consulted in Beaufort regarding 
play selection, audience development, lighting and pos- 
sible re-modeling of the Beaufort Elementary School 
auditorium. 


Palmetto Dramatic Association Festival: For the four- 
teenth year, the Palmetto Dramatic Association held 

an annual drama festival at Winthrop College, co- 
sponsored by the Winthrop Communications Department 
and the South Carolina High School League. Twenty-two 
one-act plays, seven of which were original, were pre- 
sented during the three-day competition. One of the 
judges, Mrs. James Parker of Spartanburg, was provided 
by the South Carolina Arts Commission under its Con- 
sultant Services Program. 


South Carolina Arts Commission Drama Consultant: The 
Arts Commission retained Mr. John Bitterman as a 
Drama Consultant-at-large, prior to his joining the staff 
as Assistant Director. Mr. Bitterman is presently serving 
as the South Carolina representative to the Southeastern 
Theatre Conference. 


June Arey, Dance Consultant: The Dance Committee of 
the Arts Commission met with Miss Arey, Program 
Director for Dance, National Endowment for the Arts, 

to explore the possible expansion of dance programming 
within South Carolina. No State funds were involved 
as Miss Arey’s services and expenses were provided by 
the National Endowment. 


Rutledge Book Club Art Show: Mr. Donald D. Crawford, 
Assistant Director of the Columbia Museum of Art, was 
engaged to judge and evaluate the Rutledge Book Club 
Art Show. Mr. Crawford’s evaluation of the annual 
Lake City event included suggestions for future shows. 
Matching funds were provided for this consultation 
by the South Carolina Arts Commission. 


Workshop Theatre Drama Workshop: Expenses for hold- 
ing actor-training classes during the summer of 1969 
were defrayed by an Arts Commission grant to the 
Columbia Workshop Theatre. Expanded by popular de- 
mand from one series of classes to two, the Drama 
Workshop sought to develop new acting talent for the 
stage, as well as providing additional training for those 
with limited experience. 


Beaufort Little Theatre Lighting Consultant: A new sys- 
tem of lighting the Beaufort Elementary School stage 
was designed by Norman Weber, Technical Director of 
the Dock Street Theatre in Charleston, to accommodate 
more effective lighting sequences in plays staged by 
the Beaufort Little Theatre. With the assistance of the 
Arts Commission, Mr. Weber was also retained to super- 
vise the installation. 


RCB Creative Filmmaking Workshop: A summer work- 
shop on the technical aspects and creative elements 

of 16mm filmmaking, sponsored by the South Carolina 
Arts Commission, was taught by Robert C. Brabham, 
creator of the film “The Arts in South Carolina’. Short 
films were made by each of three groups. Most of those 
taking the course were teachers who might start classes 
or filmmaking clubs in their respective schools. 


STATE ART COLLECTION 


Ten additions were made to South Carolina’s collection 
of original work by native or resident artists. Arrange- 
ments may be made by libraries, schools and other 
community groups in the State to exhibit the Collection 
without fee. The seventeen-piece collection is also avail- 


able for exhibition out-of-state. Its purposes are to sup- 
port South Carolina artists through purchase and ex- 
hibition of their work, and to provide an excellent travel- 
ing exhibit for the people of the State. 


PUBLIC SERVICE TV ART SPOTS 


The South Carolina Arts Commission produced three 
filmed “spots” for telecasting within the State, as 
part of the public service programming aired on all TV 
channels. One theme that was stressed: “Buy original 
artwork by South Carolinians”. 


ARTS-LETTERS 


Covering the arts scene in South Carolina, six issues of 
the Arts-Letter touched on arts happenings, plans, 
achievements and projects receiving SCAC assistance. 
Each Arts-Letter contained a calendar of events gleaned 
from statewide news clippings or submitted by arts 
groups. From a quarterly with circulation of approxi- 
mately 700, for the first issue in January 1968, the 
Arts-Letter has grown in 1968-69 to a bi-monthly with 
circulation approaching 2500. It will be distributed fur- 
ther throughout the state, in 1970, to reach Tricentennial 
visitors with facts on South Carolina’s many art re- 
sources. 


PROMOTIONAL MATCHING FUNDS 

Several small grants were made to arts organizations 
to encourage larger printing and distribution of bro- 
chures concerning their activities. Response was limited 
and this program has not been continued. 


OTHER SPECIAL PROJECTS 

Laurens Art Education Brochure: Five hundred copies 
of the pamphlet Why Art Education were made available 
for distribution at the Laurens County Fair by the art 
director of Sanders Elementary School. 


The Museum, Greenwood: A newly incorporated general 
museum, the Museum matched dollar-for-dollar a $5,000 
grant from the Commission, through a fund-raising 
campaign that succeeded in raising approximately 50% 
more than its original goal. 


Rock Hill Choral Society: The South Carolina Arts Com- 
mission assisted in the financing of this new choral 
group which gave two programs at Winthrop College 
Recital Hall, Rock Hill, and one at York High School, 
York. 


Greenville Symphony Posters: The Greenville Symphony 
Association obtained a grant toward the cost of posters 
to enable them to pursue their policy of a more ag- 
gressive promotional program. 


Foothills Arts and Crafts Guild, Pendleton: For the initial 
year’s programming of the Guild, the Arts Commission 
lent impetus with a grant that enabled the Piedmont- 
based organization to purchase supplies, engage part- 
time instructors and rent modest facilities. 


Coastal Choral Society: Matching funds were provided. 
for this community choral group to present a perform- 
ance of Handel’s “Messiah” in Myrtle Beach, Christmas, 
1968. 


Brevard Scholarships: This was such a successful pilot 
project in its first year’s programming that the Com- 
mission agreed readily to its reinstatement. Six Brevard 
scholarships are made available, one to each of South 
Carolina’s established symphony orchestras in Columbia, 
Charleston, Florence, Greenville, Myrtle Beach and 
Spartanburg. This matching funds project has as its 
objective the further training, experience and exposure 
of young musicians and subsequent strengthening of 
orchestras in the State. 


Columbia Museum of Art Study Grant: This matching- 
funds study grant, with assistance from South Carolina 
Educational Television, enabled the Columbia Museum 
of Art to explore, through study and field research, the 

possibilities and opportunities inherent in establishing 


expanded and widely varied museum programming. Spe- 
cial exhibits and their construction, demonstrations, 
lectures and a docent course of study were researched. 
Architecture, Crafts, Creative Writing, Dance and Drama 
programming were explored, as well as Music (Instru- 
mental and Vocal), Painting, Photography, Pottery, 
Sculpture, and Television. A master plan and a budget 
for realizing it evolved from the project which was di- 
rected by Phyllis Giese. 


Miriam B. Wilson Foundation: A collection of color slides 
on American Negro Art History has been duplicated for 
free loan to South Carolina schools, museums or other 
interested institutions or organizations in the State. A 
brochure outlining the available materials is also being 
prepared by the Foundation as part of this project. 


Greenville Artmobile: Last year the Greenville County 
Museum of Art received a matching grant to make pos- 
sible innovative traveling art exhibits. This is a supple- 
mentary funding for additional promotion of SAM: The 
Student Artmobile. Although the thirty-four major high 
schools of Greenville, Laurens and Pickens Counties 
have first priority in programming, SAM is also available 
for arts festivals and other statewide uses. 


South Carolina All-State Orchestra: Sheet music was 
provided by the South Carolina Arts Commission for the 
All-State Orchestra. The orchestrations were added to 
the Music Library in the music supervisor’s office of 

the South Carolina Department of Education, where 
they are available for loan to other State music organiza- 
tions. 


Furman Theatre Guild: A special matinee performance 
of Shakespeare’s “Twelfth Night”’ was performed for 
several hundred students from Greenville County 
schools. The programs and the transportation costs 
were provided by the South Carolina Arts Commission. 


The South Carolina Review: Founded to stimulate crea- 
tive writing in South Carolina, this literary magazine 
has an editoral staff drawn from the English Depart- 


ments of Clemson University, Furman University and the 
University of South Carolina. Matching funds have been 
committed by the Arts Commission to assist during 
the first two years of publication. In addition to private 
contributions, The South Carolina Review has received 
funding from Furman University and the Coordinating 
Council of Literary Magazines. 


South Carolina Arts Commission Affiliates: Well-estab- 
lished arts organizations, with an active interest in the 
development of all the arts in their community, may 

be invited to become “Affiliates”. The purpose of this 
program is to provide the people of South Carolina with 
better opportunities of making contact with the Com- 
mission and to inform them of how the Commission 
might be of value to their communities. An Affiliate 
should have a physical facility open year-round, with 

a telephone and a staff member (paid or volunteer) 
always available to provide information to the public. 
Ceramic identification plaques are to be issued to each 
Affiliate. 


American Community Theatre Festival: Five preliminary 
theatre festivals were held in various regions of the 
United States. The Southeastern entries were staged in 
the magnificent Abbeville Opera House, under the co- 
sponsorship of the Greenwood Little Theatre and the 
Abbeville Community Theatre with the assistance of the 
Arts Commission. 


Wofford College Inaugural Booklet: The South Carolina 
State Art Collection was lent as part of the program- 
ming to celebrate the inauguration of Paul Hardin, III 
as President of Wofford College. A catalogue of the 
State Art Collection, illustrating the art works and the 
artists, was designed and printed by Wofford and dis- 
tributed at the exhibition. A few copies are still available 
for the asking at this time. 


Spartanburg Arts Camp: Four young adults were trained 
as arts counselors during the four-week Spartanburg 
Arts Camp, which provided tuition courses in art, music, 


drama and dance for six-to-twelve-year-old children. 
These counselors then supervised a series of similar, 
non-tuition arts camps, each of two weeks’ duration, in 
recreation centers in three underprivileged neighbor- 
hoods in Spartanburg. The entire project was sponsored 
and supervised by the Spartanburg County Arts Council, 
Inc., with assistance from the South Carolina Arts 
Commission. 


Art Museum In-Service Training: Four weeks of intensive 
in-service training in New York City was made avail- 
able to selected staff members from the following art 
galleries and museums: Lee Hall Gallery, Clemson Uni- 
versity; Columbia Museum of Art; Florence Museum 
and the Greenville County Museum of Art, each of 
which supplied matching funds. Mornings were spent in 
in-service training with staff members of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, the American Craftsmen’s Council, 
the Brooklyn Museum and the Museum of Modern Art. 
Afternoon programming included trips to other New 
York museums and individual art dealers. This proposal 
was submitted by Jack A. Morris, Jr., Director, Green- 
ville County Museum of Art and was undertaken by 

the Commission, in recognition that the growth and 
progress of qualified arts museum professionals in 
South Carolina depends upon periodic review courses 
and specialized training. 


University of South Carolina Concert Choir European 
Tour: The Arts Commission participated with several 
other groups in sponsoring this choral group on a 
thoroughly triumphant European tour, undertaken at the 
invitation of the Institute of European Studies. Arpad 
Darazs, of the University of South Carolina Department 
of Music, conducted performances in Portugal, France, 
Holland, Spain, Germany and England during the three- 
week tour. 


Columbia City Ballet Company Master Classes: Ballet 
teachers and advanced students from South Carolina 
took five days of master classes with Michael Lland, 
Ballet Master of the Houston Ballet Company and 


former Director of the National Ballet Company of Mex- 
ico. The Arts Commission made a grant to cover the 
portion of expenses not paid by the tuition collected, to 
allow the State’s ballet teachers and advanced students 
the opportunity of studying with one of our nation’s 
leading ballet masters. 


South Carolina Arts Commission Publicity Workshop: 
“Like a loaf of bread without yeast, the best cultural at- 
traction in the world will fall flat without promotion”, 
wrote Zane Knauss in Promotion is the Name of the 
Game, written especially for the South Carolina Arts 
Commission Publicity Workshop. Held with the coopera- 
tion of South Carolina ETV, the South Carolina Press 
Association and the South Carolina Broadcasters’ As- 
sociation, the workshop was set up to assist state arts 
organizations in improving their publicity programs. It 
covered the mechanics of how to prepare copy for 
newspapers, the use of photographs, utilizing the broad- 
casting media, press kits, posters and other facets of 
publicity‘and promotion. Mr. Knauss, Director of Infor- 
mation Services for the University of South Carolina 
was assisted in the sessions by William Collins, Director 
of the University of South Carolina News Bureau. 


1969 Governor’s Conference on the Arts: A day-long pro- 
gram to help conferees develop a more comprehensive 
perspective on what is occurring in the arts today, 

both in South Carolina and in the Nation. Features of 
the Conference were Lieutenant Governor John C. 
West's welcoming statements and an address by Ralph 
C. Burgard, Executive Director of the nationwide Asso- 
ciated Councils of the Arts. Clark Mitze, Director of 
State and Community Affairs, National Endowment for 
the Arts, spoke on the federal government’s relation- 
ship to the arts. A student film was shown and discussed 
by E. Conrad Sloan, Principal of the Camp Le Jeune, 
North Carolina High School. Several of the South Caro- 
lina Arts Commission’s past programs were discussed, 
as were plans and hopes for future projects. Community 
arts accomplishments in Columbia, Spartanburg, Harts- 


ville and Oconee County were discussed by a panel 
of experts from those areas. 


South Carolina Arts Commission “History of Art” Slide 
Collection: Eighteen hundred color slides illustrating 
the history of art are being arranged and correlated 
with taped lectures by the Columbia Museum of Art. 

The slide/lecture series and the necessary equipment 
will be made available by the Museum on a “shipping 
charges only” basis to schools and interested organi- 
zation within the State. This project is being accom- 
plished with a grant from the Arts Commission, with the 
Columbia Museum of Art supplying matching funds 
and services. 


ETV Basket Weaving Film: The Arts Commission funds 
the South Carolina Educational Television are co-oper- 
ating in filming a documentary on basket weaving in 
South Carolina, one of our two native crafts. 


MEF Filmmaking and Photography Workshop: Under a 
matching funds grant from the Commission, summer 
workshops conducted by the Metropolitan Education 
Foundation were held on filmmaking and still photog- 
raphy in several Columbia neighborhood youth centers. 
Instruction included basic camera techniques and shot 
composition and, in still photography, enlarging and de- 
veloping. Editing and the use of sound were studied 

by filmmaking students, who also completed two short 
films, from the writing through the acting and editing. 
In each program, the students were involved in all 

the creative and technical aspects of their projects. 


Spartanburg Gallery of Contemporary Art: The Arts Com- 
mission has contracted with the Arts Council of Spar- 
tanburg County to establish a non-profit gallery. South 
Carolina artists’ works will be exhibited and offered 

for sale, along with other art of the Southeast. 


Guild of South Carolina Artists: The Guild of South 
Carolina Artists was assisted by the Arts Commission 
in broad distribution of their first Newsletter, resulting 
in at least forty new members for the Guild.

Last year we threw out a program that hadn’t 
worked . . . we’re not afraid to admit that we 
made a mistake and we can’t afford to per- 
petuate it. We figured it out one time and dis- 
covered that if all our programming funds were divided equally 
among all the counties of South Carolina and all the arts, it would 
amount to about $200 per art per county. So we’re not about to 
continue pumping money into something that isn’t working and 
shows no promise. 

Last year we announced in our Annual Report that we were planning 
to do an evaluation of our agency and to develop some long-range 
planning. This was accomplished during the summer of 1969, and 

our programming for 1970-71 is based on the outcome of that plan- 
ning. 

The brightest arts people in the country came to Columbia to 
help us. Goodness knows we needed help because this was some- 
thing we hadn’t been through before. Bill McInnis, Head of the State 
Division of Planning and Grants, helped us get a long-range plan- 
ning grant from HUD and our Commission approved bringing in 
consultants. 

These people told us some things we hated to hear; that some of 
what we were doing was superfluous and irrelevant and needed 
changing or doing away with. The upshot of all this is that we are 
going to be a better arts agency for South Carolina. Members of 
the Evaluation Team were Norman Fagan, Executive Director, West 
Virginia Arts and Humanities Council; Anthony S. Keller, Executive 
Director, Connecticut Commission on the Arts; Robert Marchand, 
Executive Director, Maryland Arts Council; Dean A. Myhr, Executive 
Director, Minnesota State Arts Council and Curt Schwartz, former 
Executive Director, Oklahoma Arts and Humanities Council. 

Serving on the Long-Range Planning Team, in addition to Mr. Mc- 
Innis, were John Hills, Chief Budget Officer for South Carolina; 
Marvin D. Trapp, Chairman, SCAC; Terrell Glenn, SCAC Commis- 
sioner; Richard D. Collins, Executive Director, Maine State Commis- 
sion on the Arts and Humanities; Norman L. Fagan, Executive Di- 
rector, West Virginia Arts and Humanities Council; Ralph Burgard, 


Executive Director, Associated Councils of the Arts; Clark Mitze, 
Director of State and Community Affairs, National Endowment for the 
Arts; and John Bitterman, Assistant Director, SCAC. 

Pooling ideas of the Commission members, the staff and the Evalua- 
tion Team, we came up with a twenty-two point plan for considera- 
tion by the Commission at its July 1969 meeting. In that meeting, 

the Commission expressed a desire to proceed with twelve of the 
twenty-two points which had been suggested for consideration. The 
Long-Range Planning Committee met in August and suggested 
some changes in the twelve points carried forward from the Com- 
mission. Following this, the Commission met again late in August to 
consider the Long-Range Planning Committee’s recommendations 
and to incorporate them into the budget request for 1970/71. 
Among new programs suggested for the Commission are a survey 
of all art owned by the State of South Carolina, a workshop for en- 
thusing teachers with the teaching of the arts, an in-service train- 

ing program to provide opportunities for arts leaders in the state to 
do short-term study projects, an incentive program to help local 
organizations begin to build new facilities for the arts, a study of 
how our agency can work cooperatively with other state agencies, 
further development of our concept of field representatives’ con- 
centrating their efforts on small communities, initiating Young Audi- 
ence programs wherever the local interest is found, instigating a 
program of statewide awards for excellence in the arts, studying the 
feasibility of arts camps and/or schools for high-school students in 
South Carolina and the commissioning of a book on how to pro- 
duce a community art exhibit. 

The Commission will also take whatever steps are possible to im- 
press upon the proper authorities the need for a supervisor of visual 
arts in the State Department of Education. 

As evaluation and planning proceeded this summer, it became very 
evident that the Arts Commission would be heading in the direction 
of increased programming for the under-21 age group. This, after 

all, is the future of our State.

1969-1970 was the third year of operation for the 
South Carolina Arts Commission. During that year 
our staff increased to five persons working on a full- 
time basis and one part-time. We were able to 
expand our office quarters so that each person had 
a reasonable amount of privacy and working space.

The new position of assistant director was most ably 
filled by John M. Bitterman, who took on many of 
the duties of the executive director and was respons- 
ible for initiating several new programs. 


Another significant change was the upgrading of 
the position of bookkeeper to full-time with inclusion 
of responsibility for taking charge of the mechanics 
involved with all projects. This job was filled beauti- 
fully by our singing bookkeeper, Jeanette McDonald. 


Helen Lupo continued as secretary, not only for the 
executive director but taking on additional respons- 
ibilities in working with the assistant director. 


Sally Battle continued to develop the publications 
program, overseeing modification of the new arts 
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calendar and maintaining responsibility for writing 
and publication of the arts letter. 


June Breland, who had acted as part-time book- 
keeper in 1968-1969, continued with the Commission 
in a new role. During 1969-1970 Mrs. Breland acted 
as a special assistant and undertook many varied 
jobs including development of a biography file on 
the artists in the State. 


Our program began to solidify a bit more in this past 


year. It was the second year for the Personnel 
Development program which we continue to feel 
has been one of our most important. We were called 
on more than in previous years for help with con- 
sultants to carry out a number of varied jobs. The 
Performance/Exhibits program took another step 
forward with one community, which had started with 
us in our first year, breaking loose and continuing 
an annual children’s symphony program without 
any assistance from us. Other communities made 
progress in this direction. 


Perhaps the most exciting and interesting new 
project during 1969-70 was one which we refer to as 
our “Field Representatives” program. This involved 
efforts in helping the counties of Union, Marlboro 
and Colleton hire part-time arts coordinators. The 
coordinators began work in fiscal 1969-70 and will 
continue into 1970-71. The idea has been to develop 
local leadership and to develop programming be- 


ginning at the community level rather than trying 
to impose our ideas of programming on communities 
The ultimate success of this program will not be 
known until the end of fiscal year 1971, at which 
time we will be able to determine what has been 
accomplished by what activities continue. 


Another new program this year involved placing 
artists with recreation departments. Six artists spent 
part of their summertime working with children and 
adults in the fields of visual arts, drama and music. 
It is the intention of the Commission to work with 
departments of recreation at every opportunity. 


This was the year in which we worked quite dili- 
gently to engender public support for the funding of 
the position of State Art Supervisor with the State 
Department of Education. This position was funded 
by the legislature and we received a letter of thanks 
from the State Superintendent of Education, Cyril 
B. Busbee, for our assistance. This is just one 
example of the kind of programming activity we 
engage in which does not show up in our list of 
projects. Whether working through our own Com- 
mission or other city, county and state agencies, the 
purpose of your State Arts Commission remains to 
promote and develop all the arts throughout the 
entire state.

Other interviews arranged by SCAC during the year 
included Today in Carolina appearances with hosts 
Lynn Nevius and Joe Pinner by Columbia dancer 
Jennifer Potts, now of the Houston Ballet; J. Harvey 
DuBose, supervisor of education for the S. C. De- 
partment of Corrections, about the Department’s art 
program and annual exhibit; Sen. E. N. Zeigler, 
Florence, about the SCAC State Art Collection’s 
being on exhibit at the State House in March; and 
Fitz Lee Coker and Willard L. Jacobs of Hartsville. 
Mr. Coker is vice president-administration of Sonoco 
Products Company, first S. C. firm to win the 
Esquire-Business Committee for the Arts “Business 
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in the Arts” award and the only such winner this 
year in the Southeast. The Arts Commission had 
recommended entry of Sonoco in the annual com- 
petition, for establishing and financially supporting 
a Hartsville community arts and crafts program, 
directed by Mr. Jacobs.

WFBC-TV, Greenville and WSPA-TV, Spartanburg as 
well as WRDW-TV, Augusta, Ga. with its wide cover- 
age of western S. C. 


The Arts in South Carolina, the Commission’s 144% 
minute color film sampling the state’s arts activities, 
was aired on WIS-TV for the second time on Dec. 
31, and continues to be requested for meetings 
and school assemblies through the U. S. C. Audio- 
Visual Division and the State Department of Educa- 
tion Audio-Visual Library. 


Besides mass media communication, the Arts Com- 
mission sought during 1969-70 to enlarge its re- 
sources to meet individual inquiries. One such 
inquiry asked for S. C. arts events of nationwide 
scope, suitable for the inquiring firm’s calendar dis- 
tributed throughout the U. S. 


Crafts activities of the S. C. Craftsmen and local 
groups like the Foothills Guild were reported to 
Charles Counts of Rising Fawn, Ga., as a new 
southeastern crafts organization began. 


Still another inquiry came from a former South 
Carolinian now in Gulfport, Miss., seeking a list of 
all S. C. arts commissions and councils, state and 
local. 


To offer a complete list, when inquiries are about 
artists’ guilds, dance companies, community drama 


groups and other S. C. organizations, the Arts 
Commission has requested latest possible informa- 
tion on all such groups. 


Getting an up-to-date and comprehensive list is a 
goal for 1970-71. 


Another aspect of the Arts Commission’s com- 
munications efforts is cooperation with other state 
agencies. 


Again the Department of Parks, Recreation and 
Tourism was given advance listing of arts events, 
for the Department’s nationally distributed bro- 
chures of events throughout the state. As each 
PRT Welcome Center has opened, it’s been added 
to the mailing list for the Arts Commission’s calen- 
dar of events and other publications of likely 
interest to S. C. visitors. 


The State Development Board, as well as Parks, 
Recreation and Tourism, received a breakdown in 
September 1969 of the state’s arts groups and 
1969-70 arts events announced by then, for out-of- 
state inquiries about our state’s arts resources. 


From the Governor’s Office of Planning and Grants 
came a request for a county-by-county breakdown 
of community and college/university drama, con- 
cert series, music and other such arts groups in the 
28-county Coastal Plains region of S. C., which was 
supplied within hours. This reflects over 242 years 
of gleaning from newspaper clippings and informa- 
tion supplied to us, plus the newly stepped-up 
efforts to get more organizations to send updated 
facts themselves. 


Advance copies of arts events, to be printed in the 
next Eye on the Arts calendar, went to Phyllis 
Giese, hostess for S. C. Educational Television’s 
Off the Cuff ‘‘Eye on the Arts”; J. Adger Brown, 
Cultural Affairs Editor for the State, Columbia; Bob 
Keaton, the Columbia Record; Mrs. Beth Littlejohn, 
Events Editor for the Sandlapper; also Art Riemer, 
“Arts in the Carolinas’ Editor for the Marlboro 
Herald-Advocate, Bennettsville. This advance listing 
is available to other editors for the asking. 


S. C. Tricentennial events planned by communities 
statewide have been and continue to be listed— 
during 1969-70 in the four Eye on the Arts calendars 
of events and six bi-monthly Arts-Letters prepared 
and written by SCAC staffer Sally Battle. 


Growth of the arts in South Carolina spanning 300 


years was the subject of three articles by Miss 
Battle in the State-Record special Tricentennial 
edition, April 5, written at the request of special 
writer Jack Truluck. 


In other work with the Tricentennial Commission, 
SCAC color slides shot by Executive Director Dave 
Sennema, and the color film on The Arts in S. C., 
were requested for possible use in nationwide ad- 
vertising and Tricentennial Center displays. Some 
of the color photography supplied may be seen ina 
slide presentation at the Piedmont Exposition Cen- 
ter. 


When the Tricentennial production of Porgy and 
Bess went into the tryouts stage, the Arts Commis- 
sion sent out announcements to its appropriate 
contacts at Allen University, Benedict College and 
the University of S. C., Columbia; Bob Jones Uni- 
versity and Furman University, Greenville; Claflin 
College and S. C. State College, Orangeburg; Lander 
College, Greenwood; Morris College, Sumter and 
Voorhees College, Denmark plus WOIC, Columbia. 


As our state’s Tricentennial year continues through 
1970, the Arts Commission will share in promoting 
national and international interest in South Caro- 
lina—at the same time that we try to communicate, 
within our state, enthusiasm and concrete encour- 
agement for arts growth for the next 300 years. 


PROGRAMMING 


The South Carolina Arts Commission’s program- 
ming is geared for action and reaction. We devise 
broad areas of programming and set up conferences 
and workshops. We publish a statewide calendar of 
arts events and a bi-monthly newsletter. 


For reaction we try to keep open an area called 
“Special Projects’. This enables us to respond to 
ideas from arts organizations in all parts of the 
State. 


In both action and reaction programming we try to 
keep communication flowing back and forth between 
the state office and the communities. The Commis- 
sion attempts to maintain some geographic balance 
and some arts discipline balance in its programming. 
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ARTS ORGANIZATION 
PERSONNEL 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


The Commission firmly believes that arts organiza- 
tions must have good, sound administrative organ- 
izations before they can turn out consistently excel- 
lent artistic results. In 1968 this program, which 
helps the arts organizations place people in new, 
paid positions evolved. The Commission pays two- 
thirds of such a salary in the first year, one-half 
the second year and one-third the third year; in the 
fourth and ensuing years, the arts organization 
assumes responsibility for the salary of the new 
position. Establishment of these new, paid positions 
not only assists local arts groups strengthen their 
operations, but provides the Commission with quali- 
fied responsible personnel through whom we work 
to carry out other phases of our programming. 


ABBEVILLE COMMUNITY 
THEATRE/MANAGER-DIRECTOR 


In its second year of leadership by a part-time 
managing director, the Abbeville Opera House had 
its first orchestral program, four theatre productions 
plus three other performances and played host to 
the Southeastern Regional Festival of the American 
Community Theatre Association. 


CHARLESTON OPERA COMPANY 
MANAGER-DIRECTOR 


The Charleston Opera Company experienced grave 
organizational difficulties during its first year in the 
program and was not able to take full advantage of 
its potential. This project was not approved for 
funding for a second year. 


CAMDEN COMMUNITY THEATRE 
GENERAL MANAGER 


The Camden Theatre, in its second year of opera- 
tion under the guidance of a general manager, feels 
that it has made great strides in getting more 
people interested and involved in community the- 
atre. They produced three plays and one Broadway 
musical during the past season. 
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THE: FEORENCESMUSES™M 
DIRECTOR 


In its second year under the guidance of a full-time 
director, the Museum has expanded—its staff by 
two. ... its newsletter from four to twelve pages... . 
its facilities. Not only has the present building been 
partially renovated but another building has been 
purchased to be used as offices and a research 
center. 


GIBBES ART GALLERY 
CURATOR OF EDUCATION 


In the two years a curator of education has been at 
the Gibbes, its educational program has greatly 
expanded. Some of the new offerings are: high 
school and elementary art exhibits, a creative writ- 
ing contest, the opening of a Junior Gallery and the 
development of a reproduction loan collection and a 
slide loan service. 


GREENVILLE COUNTY MUSESVil@e 
ART/AUDIO VISUAL PRODUCTION 
SPECIALIST 


For the first time in South Carolina a museum has 
hired an electronically “tuned-in” expert to explore 
new and innovative use of audio-visual equipment 
in the exhibition and/or presentation phase of mu- 
seum activity. 


GREENWOOD COMMUNITY THEATRE 
TECHNICAL DIRECTOR 


A need for effective sets, lighting and other techni- 
cal matters is a need experienced by most com- 
munity theatre groups. This year for the first time 
in its 15-year history, the Greenwood Community 
Theatre has on its staff a paid technical director. 


GUILD OF SOUTH CAROLINA ARTISTS 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


The Guild is an eleemosynary organization of artists 
from throughout the State. In this second year of its 
employment of an executive secretary, a more 
effective servicing of the membership has been 
achieved through a centralization of records and the 
publication of a newsletter. 


SPARTANBURG COUNTY ARTS 
COUNCIL/EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


Evidences of the significant progress of this organ- 
ization in its second year of operation under the 
leadership of a professional director follow: A week- 
long Arts Festival which featured THE CAROLINAS 
COLLECT, the first major visual arts exhibit held in 


the County. ... The 1969 Arts Camp held at the 
Arts Center and three two-week camps in disad- 
vantaged areas. ... The mailing list now reaches 


6,000 families. .. . Monthly exhibits and art classes 
at the Arts Center... . Friends of the Arts, a group 
of more than 100 volunteers which staffs the Center 
and the Gallery. . . . The Center now provides re- 
hearsal and classroom space for the Theatre Work- 
shop as well as for meetings of the 17 member- 
organizations and non-member civic groups. 


PERFORMANCE / EXHIBITS 
PROGRAM 


CHILDREN'S CONCERTS 


The Arts Commission since its inception has been 
vitally interested in the education and involvement 
of children in the arts. Because of the minimal 
amount of teaching of the arts in schools, parents 
do not know what they or their children are missing. 
Some community groups are beginning to remedy 
this in small ways and one of these ways is through 
sponsorship of children’s concerts. Some of these 
have already become self-supporting. A child from 
rural South Carolina has said it better than we ever 
could. “lI am one of the children . . . who came to 
see the concert... | enjoyed the music and sights. 
| especially loved the music of Carmen and My Fair 
Lady. | had never seen an Orchestra in my life until 
that day. Tell all the people and the conductor | 
said hello. Wishing you luck for ever.” 


IN HARTSVILLE 


The Friends of the Hartsville Memorial Library co- 
sponsored with the Commission three presentations 
of the Piedmont Chamber Orchestra from the North 
Carolina School of the Arts. This was a “first” in 
this community and 2,300 children and young people 
attended. The Hartsville group plans to make this 
an annual event. 

Last year the Commission made funds available to 
communities to make use of artists who have already

IN CAMDEN 


For the third consecutive year the Junior Welfare 
League and the civic clubs of Camden have spon- 
sored an annual children’s concert. This year with 
600 present, the Columbia Philharmonic Orchestra 
presented the program. The Arts Commission’s fi- 
nancial aid to communities involved in this program 
decreases each year with the anticipation that the 
communities will take over all funding at least by 
the end of the third year. 


IN CLEMSON 
The Greenville Symphony Orchestra performed for 
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Theodore Lettvin and fans at a SCAC-assisted youth concert in 
Hartsville. 


over 2,000 children and young people. This per- 
formance was jointly sponsored by a school PTO and 
the Arts Commission. 


OTHER PERFORMANCES 


Not only does the community benefit from the 
co-sponsorship of performances but so do the ballet 
companies, orchestras, drama groups and other 
organized performing groups. The Commission is 
anxious for all artists to have a ready market for 
their products. 


THE LANDER COLLEGE PLAYERS 


For the second year the Lander drama group has 
toured a major drama in high schools throughout 


the state. “Spoon River Anthology” has been seen 
by 50,000 students in nine months. The Lander 
group has set out to reach through the spoken word 
those who might never be reached through the 
written word. 


THE HENDERSON-DAVIS PLAYERS 
Sacms> PATE COLEEGE 


In order to up-grade student appreciation of the 
theatre, this drama group toured “Blue Denim” and 
“Tell Pharoah” in thirteen high schools and four 
colleges this past school year. The group also per- 
formed for four civic clubs. 


COMPOSER'S SYMPOSIUM 


The 1970 Symposium at the University of S. C. was 
the third annual event and the second to be devoted 
to orchestral music. During the course of the sym- 
posium, three conductors and the orchestra read 
and recorded eight works by seven South Carolina 
composers. Each composer received a recording of 
his work. An evening concert included the works of 
five of the seven composers. 


CRESTER 


The Commission co-sponsored with the Chester 
Jaycees, a performance by the Greenwood Children’s 
Theatre, the first event of its kind in the memory of 
many people in that small community. 


GREENWOOD 


During the S. C. Festival of Flowers, the Commis- 
sion and the Chamber of Commerce sponsored a 
performance of the State Ballet Company’s Tri- 
centennial program. Seven hundred persons at- 
tended this admission-free performance. Plans for 
future festivals include fine arts performances. 


LAURENS COUNTY 
BINESAR TS FESTIVAL 


A performance by the Greenwood Children’s Theatre 
at Clinton was planned because most children in 
Laurens County have never experienced live theatre. 
The Laurens County Arts Council hopes to develop 
among adults as well as children an interest in the 
theatre as an art form, as well as an interest in 
promoting an organized children’s theatre in Laurens 
County.

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GAFFNEY/LIMESTONE COLLEGE

for all the sixth graders in the county. The commis- 
sion assisted with the children’s performance. 


MARLBORO COUNTY 
The Tricentennial Commission, The Marlboro County 
Arts Council, and the Commission co-sponsored a 
performance of the Columbia Philharmonic Orches- 
tra and Robert MacDonald, pianist, for a special 
Tricentennial concert. 


GEORGETOWN 

The Musical Arts Club has been working for three 
years with the Commission, on a decreasing finan- 
cial basis, to enlarge their concert series. This year 
the Commission helped bring to Georgetown the 
Columbia Philharmonic Orchestra with mezzo-so- 
prano Evelyn LaBruce, a Georgetown native who is 
making a name for herself in the concert world. 


COLUMBIA 
The Columbia String Quartet agreed to perform “for 
expenses” the new works of South Carolina com- 
posers at the Columbia Midlands Exhibition Center. 
The concert, admission free to the public, was co- 
sponsored by the South Carolina Federation of 
Music Clubs and the Commission. 


GREEN IEEE 

The Tricentennial year was also the 50th Anniversary 
for the South Carolina Federation of Music Clubs. 
The Commission helped bring to Greenville for their 
convention, Richard Cass, South Carolina native and 
renowned pianist. Also imported as guest speaker 
was Greenville native Beverly Barksdale, immediate 
past manager of the Cleveland Orchestra and pres- 
ently director of the Cleveland Museum of Art. 


EXHIBITS 


GIBBES GALLERY 
A cache of World War | recruiting posters was found 
at the Gibbes Gallery! Two travelling exhibitions 
were planned and the Commission financed the 
framing of the posters to make them suitable for 
travel. 


APPALACHIAN CORRIDORS II 


For the second time, a comprehensive major re- 
gional competition (13-state area) of fine arts and 
crafts has been mounted by the Charleston (W. Va.) 
Section of the National Council of Jewish Women. 
The South Carolina Arts Commission made available 
a purchase award to be given to a deserving South 
Carolina artist. The winner was Betty Jane Bramlett 
of Spartanburg. The winning pieces from “Corridors” 


SCHOLASTIC ART AWARDS 
EXHIBITION TOUR 


The Liberty Life Insurance Company has for the 
past six years sponsored this exhibition for junior 
and senior high school students around the State. 
This year as part of the Tricentennial celebration, 
the SCAC co-sponsored the touring of three shows 
from the Greenville County Museum of Art, the

SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL MEETING 
NATIONAL ART EDUCATION 
ASSOCIATION 


The Greenville County Museum of Art’s Student 
Art Mobile has been described in MUSEUM NEWS 
as “. . . an innovative answer to a genuine com- 
munity need.” This visual art teaching tool was one 
of the most successful, well co-ordinated exhibits 
shown at the special exhibition at the regional 
convention in Richmond. There were many requests 
for information from the several hundred observers. 
The Commission underwrote the transportation to 
and from Richmond and maintenance while there. 


Art. The intention of the shows was to reach as many 
outlying schools as possible during the school year, 
demonstrating the high calibre of art being created 
by youngsters and encouraging schools without art 
programs to consider adding art to their curriculum, 
while giving additional impetus to those young 
people with talent in art to participate in this juried 
show for their own benefit. 


CONSULTANT SERVICES 


The Arts Commission’s Consultant’s Program has 
been one of our most successful efforts. We are 
able to supply well-trained, qualified, knowledgeable 
people to advise on technical, artistic, and mana- 
gerial aspects of the arts. Organizations around the 
State are beginning to realize that they can get help 
which they have needed so desperately for years by 
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Students at “Friday Art-In”’, Greenville County Museum of Art. 
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calling on the State Arts Commission. Local groups 
participate financially in each consultation by pay- 
ing local expenses. 


SOUTH CAROLINA THEATRE 
ASSOCIATION CONFERENCE 


The three-year-old SCTA with aid from the Arts 
Commission brought to their state-wide gathering 
Jose Quintero, a nationally recognized theatre di- 
rector and critic. With 150 members present, Mr. 
Quintero critiqued scenes presented by participating 
community theatres, participated on a panel of 
theatre experts, and made other presentations, 
geared to the needs of theatre groups in South 
Carolina. 


BEAUFORT LITTLE THEATRE 


A technical consultant was engaged to design and 
install a new lighting system for this theatre group. 


CLEMSON AREA YOUTH THEATRE 
With the aid of a consultant provided by the SCAC, 
a dramatics workshop was held on five consecutive 
Saturdays to help 40 children develop skills in 
various aspects of theatre. 


COLLETON ARTIST GUILD 
The SCAC helped sponsor a lecture/demonstration 
in Walterboro on portrait painting by a well-known 
Charleston artist. The result was the establishment 
of a class of 45 students for a sequence of lessons 
in painting. 


SOUTH CAROLINA MUSIC 
EDUCATORS ASSOCIATION 
The SCAC brought James B. Andrews to South Caro- 
lina to meet with the executive board of the SCMEA, 
to discuss the feasibility of conducting a conference 
similar to one held in West Virginia last year. 


SUMTERSENRG EES RREATRE 


A technical consultant was brought into the new 
theatre in Sumter to evaluate the lighting and 
seating situations. His recommendations were taken 
under consideration and acted upon. 


SOUTH CAROLINA ARTS 
COMMISSION 

LONG RANGE PLANNING 
In June of 1969 the SCAC brought to Columbia the 
Executive Directors of five successful state arts 
councils to evaluate the Commission’s work in South 
Carolina. The Commission then met to set forth 
long-range objectives and discuss possible programs 
for reaching those objectives. 
Then in August of 1969 the Commission brought 
together some of the leading people in the country 
who are involved professionally with arts programs. 
This group took the results of the two previous 
meetings, formed ideas and wrote specifications for 
a long-range plan. 


CHARLESTON SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRA 
A public relations specialist was engaged to advise 
the orchestra board on matters of promotion, fund 
raising, and organization. 


SOUTH CAROLINA MUSIC 

EDUCATORS ASSOCIATION 
The South Carolina Arts Commission brought Clif- 
ford Madsen, author of a book on experimental 
research in music to South Carolina for the SCMEA’s 
annual conference. The program was designed to 
show the membership what research can do for the 
music teacher in the field. 


ARTS/RECREATION WORKSHOP 
The SCAC, the South Carolina Recreation Commis- 
sion, and the Richland County Rural Recreation 
Commission brought to the State Ray Forsberg, 
superintendent of an outstanding recreation program 
in Waterloo, lowa. He conducted a day-long work- 
shop for persons interested in community art/rec- 
reation programs. 


WALTERBORO SIDEWALK ART SHOW 


The SCAC made available to the Walterboro com- 
munity a museum staff member to help plan, hang, 
judge, and critique a show by local artists. The 
consultant was also asked to make suggestions for 
improvement of the show for the next year. 


AIKEN SPRING ARTS FESTIVAL 
The Commission provided a judge for the clothes- 


line art show. The show was juried and over 500 
entries hung. The consultant was also asked to help 
with plans to make the show better the following 
year. 


SINE A re eae 
DANCE CONSULTANT 
Jane Arey, director of dance programming for the 
National Endowment for the Arts, was brought to 
Columbia on two occasions to advise the Commis- 
sion on matters concerning the future of dance in 
South Carolina. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA 
ARTS COMMISSION 
REACHES OUT 


The Arts are for everyone! Somehow we at the 
Commission have to convince people that we human 
beings need to express ourselves creatively through 
the arts. Somehow we must try to involve a much 
larger segment of the population in arts activities 
of various kinds, either as participants or as audi- 
ence or both. Somehow we have got to sell the 
idea that the performing arts are good entertain- 
ment. We are trying to reach out to the people of 
South Carolina! 


PUBLIEGSSERVICESSPOlS 
For the second time we have developed four public 
service spot announcements and sent prints of each 
to TV stations throughout the State for airing. 
During the past 12-month period while new ones 
were on the drawing boards, our spots from 1968-69 
were being shown. One South Carolina TV station 
(WIS-TV, Columbia) reported to the Commission that 
for fiscal year July 1969-June 1970, we had received 
the equivalent of $6800 in advertising time in public 
service announcements contributed by the station.

The investment in our jazzy calendar, “Eye On The 
Arts”, has already paid off in favorable comments 
from inside and outside the State and more requests 
for calendar participation. The calendar was pub- 
lished four times last year and noted specific dates 
and times of happenings in the areas of visual arts, 
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music, dance, drama, crafts, photography, radio and 
TV, architecture and creative writing. A special em- 
phasis this year is the outreach to Tricentennial 
visitors and prospective newcomers to the State.

The six editions of the ‘‘Arts-Letter’ reached over 
3,000 persons in the State every two months last 
year. Written and compiled from news-worthy items 
from all over the state by Sally Battle, Commission 
staff member, the “‘Arts-Letter” is designed to stimu- 
late continued growth of the arts at all age and 
economic levels in South Carolina. 


THE STATE ART COLLECTION 


In its third year of existence, 13 pieces of art were 
added to the Collection. The State Art Collection 
comprises more than 30 pieces of art by native 
and/or resident artists. The purposes of a state 
collection are to support South Carolina artists 
through purchase and exhibition of their work and 
to provide an excellent travelling exhibit for the 
people of the State. The collection was shown this 
year at the University Regional Campus in Florence, 
The Sumter Art Gallery, and the State House. Seven- 
teen pieces of the collection were borrowed for the 
Tricentennial Travelling Exhibition. In April, May and 
June it was shown at the Greenville County Museum 
of Art. During the summer and fall of 1970 it will be 
shown at the Gibbes Gallery in Charleston and the 
Columbia Museum of Art. 


SOMETHING INNOVATIVE 
OR EXPERIMENTAL 


FIELD REPRESENTATIVE PROGRAM 
Lack of funds has caused this program to be im- 
plemented on a smaller scale than originally con- 
ceived. The original plan called for the hiring of 
talented persons in communities around the State. 
They would have not only been responsible for 
developing new arts activity in their own commun- 
ities but also for seeing to it that other communities 
in a several-county area were more aware of the 
programs available to them through the State Arts 
Commission. The program, as begun on a pilot basis 
in the winter and spring of 1969-70, has not com- 
pleted as yet one full year but already a great deal of 
progress has been made. Three towns were chosen 
in counties where there was little or no arts activity 
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and three interested persons were hired as arts 
co-ordinators on a part-time basis. All local projects 
are subject to Commission approval. The following 
reports were made when the three arts organizations 
were at least three months old: 


Colleton County (Walterboro) The Colleton County 
Arts Commission was created by the Legislature in 
February, 1970. Each of the six commission members 
(good cross-section of the community) will be per- 
sonally involved in arts activities, and members are 
divided into three teams to explore developmental 
possibilities in art, music, and drama. The already 
active Artists’ Guild under the new Commission 
sponsored two classes taught by professionals. More 
are slated for the fall. A little theatre group organ- 
ized and elected officers. Hopes include a concert 
series for the winter. 


Mariboro County (Bennettsville) The Marlboro Area 
Arts Council, Inc. was organized in the late fall of 
1969. The big project to date was a large arts fair 
which included a performance by the Columbia 
Philharmonic Orchestra. The Marlboro Players, a 
drama group, has been formed with “Oklahoma!” 
scheduled for fall and a local puppet theatre group 
has already given some performances. The winter 
plans include performances and co-sponsorship for 
the exhibition of the State Art Collection. The newly 
organized Arts Guild has been given a “home” for 
art classes. 


Union County (Union) The Union Arts Council, Inc. 
was organized in February, 1970. The Council spon- 
sored one concert in the spring and is generally 
making its approach to the arts through children. 
Plans include children’s and adult art classes cul- 
minating in an August exhibition, children’s theatre 
group, student recitals from nearby colleges, and a 
puppet theatre. 


ARTIST-IN-RECREATION PROJECT 
The South Carolina Recreation Commission and the 
South Carolina Arts Commission during the summer 
of 1970 secured the services of professional artists 
to work in six summer recreation programs, making 
the arts an integral part of the summer’s program- 
ming. 


AFFILIATE ARTIST 
The Sears-Roebuck Foundation is making available 
through Affiliate Artists, Inc. a professional artist

The University of South 
Carolina and the South Carolina Arts Commission 
have combined forces to help cover local expenses 
for Adib Fazah, baritone, to come to the Columbia 
area for the 1970-71 school year. 


COLUMBIA PHILHARMONIC 
ORCHESTRA 
PROMOTION-PUBLICITY 
After the decision was made that a broadened pro- 
motion/publicity program was necessary for con- 
tinued growth and development of the orchestra, a 
public relations firm was engaged to develop a 
master plan giving maximum exposure of the or- 
chestra to the public on a season and a per concert 
basis. A local “livewire’” citizen was contacted to 
aid the agency in carrying out the project. The Com- 
mission hopes that in this pilot project, information 
will be forthcoming that will be of value to other 

orchestras in the State. 


RICHLAND COUNTY RURAL 
RECREATION COMMISSION 
CERAMIC PROJECT 
To determine whether people, if given the option, 
might prefer the wheel-thrown/handbuilding method 
of ceramics as opposed to the use of molds, the 
Commission agreed to the purchase of two kick 
wheels for two centers. This program is under the 
direction of a crafts specialist and is designed for 

adults and children. 


ARTS EDUCATION 
PROGAMS 


Many of the projects we have undertaken, primarily 
in the Consultant’s Program, have been in the edu- 
cation of the public to the arts or of giving new 
ideas and information to those already concerned 
with the arts. The following projects are those which 
deal directly with education in some form or other. 


BREVARD SCHOLARSHIPS 
For the third successive summer five gifted student 
musicians, one from each of the five established 
community orchestras in the State, have been 
given a half-scholarship by the Commission for a 
six-week intensive summer study session at the 
Brevard Music Camp. The scholarships are matched 


by the orchestra, the individual, or a combination 
of the two. 


SHAREESTONE COUNTY 

RECORDER WORKSHOP 
Gerald Burakoff was brought to Charleston to con- 
duct a recorder workshop for 46 specialists in music 
and for college music education students. He in- 
troduced new and improved techniques for teaching 
the recorder in the general music program in 
schools. 


GREENVILLE COUNTY MUSEUM 
OF ART 


The Museum conducted a junior high art program 
for twenty-five Fridays called the “Friday Art-In’”. 
Students, numbering 2,250, between the ages of 12 
and 16 participated in the gallery/film/theatre work- 
shop. The Arts Commission provided the films used 
in the Art-Ins. These were used to correlate the 
gallery discovery and an artist-in-action experience. 
These films have been used also in classes at the 
Museum’s School of Art to enhance, motivate, 
supplement, and emphasize art direction. 


CLEMSON PLAY DIRECTOR'S 
WORKSHOP 

The Clemson drama workshop was designed to teach 
teachers and community leaders working in school, 
church, community, and youth theatre in a three- 
county area. It was intended primarily for those 
with interest but little or no experience as a director 
to give guidance and practice in directing play 
scenes. This workshop was offered in the hope that 
new directing talent would be developed, hence 
improving the quality and quantity of dramatic arts 
in that part of the State. 


CREATIVE FILM-MAKING WORKSHOP 
This workshop of teaching basic film-making tech- 
niques was offered to public school teachers, and 
other interested persons, in hopes that they could 
bring these techniques to schools in South Carolina. 
The ten-week course was completed by fifteen per- 
sons and resulted in three completed short subject 
films. 


ROCK HILL 
PIANO TEACHERS FORUM 
Robert Dumm, accompanist, pianist, composer, and 
teacher was brought in to conduct a one-day lecture/ 
recital at Winthrop College. Students performed 


for comments and criticism. The goal of the work- 
shop was to provide the teachers with more creative 
and effective teaching methods and provide stimula- 
tion for their students. 


SPARTANBURG 

SUMMER ARTS CAMP 
The Arts Commission helped provide an extension 
of an effective arts camp by providing the financial 
assistance to have it carried into disadvantaged 
neighborhoods. This four-week, five-days-a-week 
camp reached some 35-50 children and gave them 
experiences in the areas of art, music, drama, films, 
and provided field trips in connection with the visual 
arts. A more intensive program is envisioned by 
Spartanburg for the disadvantaged because of the 
unusually receptive attitude of this group to the Arts 
Camp.

SOUTH CAROLINA STATE COLLEGE 
HIGH SCHOOL DRAMA FESTIVAL 


Eight hundred students from 23 secondary schools 
participated in performances in play competition. 
Critiques of these performances, counsel, and advice 
for technical improvement were given by competent 
professionals. This festival was held to improve the 
theatre arts at the secondary school level. 


SUMTER COUNTY LIBRARY 


The staff of the Sumter Library felt that because 
public libraries are cultural centers in communities, 
they should afford the public the opportunity to 
take art home. With the Arts Commission’s help 
this library has developed an art loan program which 
makes 130 framed, high quality reproductions of 
famous paintings available to the public for use in 
private homes for eight weeks at a time. 


YORK COUNTY NATURE MUSEUM 
The York County Nature Museum built and outfitted 
an experimental “suitcase” exhibit on Catawba 
Indian Pottery. The Museum hopes to produce 25 
of these compact teaching aids to be placed in 
schools upon request. 


STUDENT ART MOBILE 


The Commission underwrote the transportation and 
maintenance to have SAM exhibited in the State 
House during the time the State Art Collection was 
being shown there. 


SOUTH CAROLINA MUSIC 
EDUCATORS ASSOCIATION 
SYMPOSIUM ON RESEARCH IN 
MUSICAL BEHAVIOR 
In hopes that ideas for more effective instruction 
would result, the Commission sent a representative 
from the S.C.M.E.A., Dr. Alex Raley, to attend the 
symposium, which dealt with the music learning 
process from the behavioral scientist’s point of view. 
A report to the membership of SCMEA was made in 
the form of an article in the Association’s publica- 

tion, August, 1970. 


SOUTH CAROLINA STRING 
TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION 
ALL-STATE ORCHESTRA SCORES 
For the second year, the Commission agreed to pur- 
chase music for the All-State Orchestra Clinic, the 
Orchestra being composed of the best orchestral 
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musicians from schools all over the State. The music 
is permanently housed with the State Supervisor 
of Music and available on loan to any orchestral 
group in South Carolina. 


COLUMBIA CITY BALLET COMPANY 
MASTER CLASSES 

Ballet teachers and advanced students from South 
Carolina took five days of master classes with 
Michael Lland, Ballet Master of the Houston Ballet 
Company. The Arts Commission made a grant to 
cover the portion of expenses not paid by the tuition 
collected, to allow the State’s ballet teachers and 
advanced students the opportunity of studying with 
one of our nation’s leading ballet masters. 


OTHER PROJECTS 


SOUTH CAROLINA ARTS COMMISSION 
CRAFTS CONSULTANT 

An outstanding South Carolina craftsman was asked 
to represent the Commission at the Southeast 
American Crafts Council Workshop in Georgia. A 
written report was made to the Commission on the 
workshop itself and forthcoming will be a report on 
possible avenues of approach to the development of 
crafts activities in South Carolina. 


RUTLEDGE DRAMATIZATION 

The Commission underwrote the expenses of several 
meetings between Archibald Rutledge, South Caro- 
lina’s poet laureate, and Donald McKellar, director 
of the Greenwood Little Theatre, who were collabo- 
rating on a play based on the history of Hampton 
Plantation and the life of Mr. Rutledge. Several tapes 
of the conversations are on deposit with the State 
Audio Visual Library. 


“THE ARTS IN SOUTH CAROLINA” 
FILM INTERNEGATIVE 
The 15-minute color, sound film produced two years 
ago, showing a sample of arts activity in the State 
has been shown widely in South Carolina. This year 
an internegative was produced so that additional 
prints might be made without loss of quality. 


ARTS CONFERENCE 
The Commission, the Columbia Museum of Art, and 
the Fine Arts Department at the University of South 
Carolina jointly sponsored a conference featuring 
Nancy Hanks, chairman of the National Council on 
the Arts and National Endowment for the Arts. 


ROCK HILL CHORAL SOCIETY 
This choral group in its second year of operation was 
awarded a challenge grant. To help defray basic 
operating costs, the Commission paid the Society 
$1 for every $3 raised by the group up to a specified 
amount. It is not an unusual practice for the Com- 
mission to award such grants to organizations in 
which there is solid leadership, both artistically and 
administratively. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA REVIEW 
In the second year of publication of the State’s 
only literary magazine, the Commission aided in the 
publication of two issues of creative writing for 
South Carolinians. The magazine is co-edited by 
professors from three major South Carolina uni- 
versities.

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SUMTER ARTIST GUILD 

GALLERY OF ART 
A challenge grant was made to the three-year-old 
Guild by the SCAC. The grant was matched by 
private contributions to the Guild, Sumter County, 
and the City of Sumter. The resulting Gallery of Art 
was born through the renovation of an old library 
building which is being made available by the Sum- 
ter City Schools. 


ANDERSON COMMUNITY THEATRE 
DIRECTOR 

To produce a summer production and to plan an 

ambitious building fund drive, the Commission 

helped, on a matching fund basis, this community 

theatre to retain its director through the summer 

months. 


COLUMBIA MUSEUM OF ART 
STATE ART COLLECTION 
TRUCK 
The Commission approved the purchase of a truck 
by the Columbia Museum of Art expressly for the 
purpose of transporting the State Art Collection. 
When not in use for that purpose, the truck will be 
used by the Museum to help carry out the regular 
program of activities. The Museum has been, and 
continues to furnish experienced personnel to load, 
unload, transport, hang and store the Collection. 
The Museum traded in a smaller truck which had 
previously been used but which became inadequate 

as the Collection grew in size and value.

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EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S 
REPORT 


During the first two years of existence of this agency, we published, as part of 
this section, a list of arts events attended by the Executive Director and, in 
1968-69, a list which included arts events attended by all staff members. 


As that listing took three full pages last year and has become even more ex- 
tensive this year, we have decided to discontinue itemizing it. Suffice it to 
say that this past year we have been busier than ever. 

It has been my privilege and pleasure during 1969-70 to serve as a member 
of the State Title Ill Advisory Committee, the Department of Recreation 
Advisory Committee, the Executive Committee of the North American Assembly 
of State and Provincial Arts Agencies, and the National Endowment for the 
Arts Music Advisory Panel. While these activities are time consuming | believe 
that our agency and our State benefit proportionately. 


It has also been my privilege to work for the past three years with Marvin D. 
Trapp who served as Chairman of our Commission from its inception and 
until July 1, 1970, at which time his term expired. Mr. Trapp displayed an 
unusual personal commitment and dedication to this job and | want to express 
my appreciation to him and all the Commissioners who have served and 
retired from the Commission over the three year period. 


A word of thanks is also due to those of you who have taken the time to 
write your legislators concerning state and federal arts legislation. This is 
what keeps the wheels turning and we appreciate your help. 


PLANS AND PROGRAMMING 


The best laid plans of mice and men can go out the window in a lean 
budgetary year. Our State hit a lean year in 1970-71 and the budget requests 
of most agencies were cut drastically. Ours was no exception. We had 
requested an appropriation of approximately $190,00 and were allotted 
about $133,000. Obviously, many plans and programs had to be drastically 
curtailed, or cut out altogether. We are not discouraged about this set-back 
for three reasons: 


1. We will receive increased federal funds during 1970-71. 


2. This should give us a chance to catch up with ourselves and investigate 
other areas of potential funds which we have not had time for heretofore. 


3. We have great hopes that our state appropriation will increase again in 
1971-72. 


So, our plans for 1970-71 are basically to continue the kind of programming 
which has been successful in 1969-70, shifting funds from one category to 
another where it seems useful and desirable. We do plan to start a program 
of in-school musical performances by small ensembles and small program 
of “in-service” training for our arts leaders. The year will also bring our first 
participation in the National Endowment for the Arts Dance Program and a 
cooperative effort with the SCMEA for an unusual annual conference.
